WASHINGTON. Oct. 13—Secre­ 
tary of State Hull, urging prompt 
revision of the neutrality act to 
permit the arming of merchant­ 
men, solemnly told congress today 
the United States “cannot turn and 
■walk away from the steadily mount­ 
ing danger” of the Nazi military 
campaign of “world conquest”. 
Testifying as the first witness 
before the house foreign affairs 
committee on proposed repeal of 
the 
prohibition 
against 
arming 
American 
merchant 
ships, 
the 
white-haired secretary of state de­ 
clared the German government “is 
today and has been throughout 
the course of this war sinking de­ 
fenseless 
vessels” 
of 
this 
and 
other 
countries “either without 
warning or without making provi­ 
sion for the safety of their crews.” 
He declared the Nazi military 
machine is engaged In a campaign 
of conquest “unprecedented in the 
annals of history.” 
‘H itler W ould Control Seas’ 
In addition to removing the limi­ 
tation on the arming of merchant 
chips, Hull told the committee he 
personally favors “repeal or modi­ 
fication” of section two of the act 
which 
prohibits 
American 
mer­ 
chantmen from entering combat 
zones. 
Hull said Hitler Is “seeking des­ 
perately to control the high seas." 
Discussing the proposed repeal 
of the ship arming ban, Hull said 
it was not called for under inter­ 
national law and asserted 
that 
even when it was enacted there 
never had been “any thought” of 
this country abandoning ifs full 
rights of self-defense in the event 
of any threat to this continent. 
As the secretray completed the 
reading of his formal statement, 
the committee went into executive 
session but 
not until Chairman 
Bloom (D) of New York and Rep. 
Vorys (R) of Ohio had a brief row. 
Over the attempts of Bloom to 
gavel him into silence, Vorye said 
he wanted it understood that the 
exclusion of 
the press from 
the 
«|uestioning period was “not by 
unanimous consent.” 
Two Indicate Protest 
Neither Rep. Fish (R) of New 
York, the ranking minority mem­ 
ber, nor Rep. Tinkham (R) of 
Massachusetts were present when 
the hearings started and members

the proceedings in 
protest against the action of the 
majority in restricting the inquiry 
to two days of almost completely 
closed sessions. 
Democratic Leader McCormack

Columbiana County Coroner Ar­

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13—The Su­ 
preme Court agreed today to re­ 
view litigation 'which 
will open 
the way for a straighted ruling 
on whether the Communist party 
advocates violent overthrow of the 
United States government. 
The tribunal granted an appeal 
by William Schneiderman. state 
secretary of the Communist party 
for California and a native of Rus­ 
sia. 
He sought a review of a decision 
by the federal district court at 
San Francisco canceling his Ameri­ 
can citizenship on the ground that 
membership in 
the 
Communist 
party had been concealed. 
Whether Communist membership 
prevented allegiance to the United 
States government is the principal 
issue. 
This is one of more than 350 
cases acted upon today at the 
first session of the new term de­ 
voted 
to 
transacting 
business. 
These were among the controvers­ 
ies that accumulated during the 
four-month summer recess. 
Among .other actions, the court 
granted a justice department peti­ 
tion for a review of a decision 
holding that the federal antl-rack- 
eteering act does not apply to 
members of a labor union alleged 
to have required owners of trucks 
entering New York city from out­ 
side the state to hire a union 
member to drive and unload the 
truck. 
This was the first case involv­ 
ing construction of the anti-racket­ 
eering act to reach the tribunal.

The blaze originated, a work­ 
man said, in an oven in a small 
room on the third floor of a five- 
story brick manufacturing build­ 
ing where rubber automobile cush­ 
ions were being heat-cured. 
Sped by wind and repeated ex­ 
plosions of chemicals, the flames 
reached two four-atory buildings 
containing machinery and stocks 
in process of manufacture and two 
large warehouses reported to have 
held 30.000 tons or more of gov­ 
ernment-owned emergency rubber.

‘STREAMLINER’ MISHAP

No Revision Being Planned, 


Henderson Declares 


Br The Associated Presa* 
CLEVELAND, Oct. 13 — An- 
nouncement from Price Adminis­ 
trator Henderson’s office that no 
revision is being . considered in 
ceiling prices for steel scrap may 
release some that has been held 
in expectation of better prices, the 
magazine Steel caid today. 
The 
scrap 
shortage, however, 
"continues to threaten steel pro­ 
duction generally and a number of 
open hearths already are idle,” the 
magazine continued in its weekly 
review. ‘‘Many mills have less than 
a month’s supply on hand and 
consumption outruns receipts. 
P'aced Under Full Priority 
“Important action wae taken last 
week to improve the situation in 
iron and steel scrap. General pref­ 
erence order M-24, effective Sat­ 
urday, placed all scrap under full 
priority. Reports will be required 
each month for the previous month, 
from all producers, dealers, brok­ 
ers and consumers, covering in­ 
ventory, production, sales and con­ 
sumption. From these reports a 
pattern of the market will be de­ 
veloped and a general policy adopt­ 
ed for distribution of scrap under 
mandatory orders. 
“A growing threat to steel pro­ 
duction exists in the labor situa­ 
tion, signalized 
by the two-day 
interruption at Carnegie-Illinois in 
Gary last week, which cut the na­ 
tional operating rate lj points, 
representing a substantial tonnage. 
This may be the start of a con­ 
certed drive for the closed shop 
in the steel industry.” 
National Operations C ut 
The Gary interruption sent na­ 
tional operations down to 94J per­ 
cent of estimated 
capacity and 
slashed the Chicago district rate 
9J points 
to 92 
percent, 
Steel 
reckoned. District advances includ­ 
ed Pittsburgh, I to 99; Wheeling, 
2 to 96; Dertoit, 2 to 91; Cincin­

The three victims last 
week 
were a 6-year-old minister’s daugh­ 
ter who was injured fatally when 
her father's auto and a tryck side- 
wiped, a 12-year-old Lisbon boy 
killed instantly 
when a bicycle 
rammed into a moving auto and a 
Cleveland man who died after his 
car collided with a truck. 
Their deaths brought the 1941 
traffic toll today to 21—just two 
under the number who died in the 
same period during 1940. 
Not Supposed To Rise Now 
County traffic fatilities this year 
are running against the law of 
averages, so to speak, as a decline 
generally is noted in the fall in 
the interim between heavy sum­ 
mer pleasure driving and the onset 
of winter hazard*. 
Six persons have been killed 
so far in the first six weeks of 
that nine-week 
so-called 
“in-be­ 
tween” period of normal accident 
decline. Only six were killed In 
the entire period last year. 
The traffic picture Is not entire­ 
ly black throughout the county, 
however. 
East Liverpool's toll so far is 
the lowest in years—listing only 
two deaths, both pedestrians, in 
nine and a half months. Four were 
killed here in a similar period last 
year, and the toll climbed to seven 
at 1940’s end. 
The increase in 1941 mishap* 
throughout the nation has been 
laid to everything from heavier

news, but highway patrolmen and 
Mr. Devon insisted the causes re­ 
main the same—carelessness and 
law violations, insignificant though 
they may seem to drivers. 
In nearly every case where a 
bicyclist is killed or Injured In a 
collision with an auto, two facts 
stand out: 
The wheel had two 
passengers and it was ridden from 
a side street into the path of an 
auto on a main thoroughfare. This 
holds true in the Lisbon fatality, 
as well as In a number of cases in 
East Liverpool where youths were 
injured. 
The answer to traffic accident 
reduction already is in the books, 
the state patrol and the coroner 
pointed out. But it’a another thing 
to bring about IOO percent com­ 
pliance with the law and the use 
of common sense with every per­ 
sons’ child or adult, who walks or 
rides on the county’s highways, 
secondary roads, streets and side­ 
walk*!. 
Enforcement . . . Education 
The nub of the question appears 
to lie in two standbys—first en­ 
forcement, and second, education. 
These two tools were applied 
throughout the county in 1938— 
with emphasis on the safety edu­ 
cation—with the result that traffic 
I fatalities that year totaled only 17, 
the lowest in year*. 
At that time, state highway pa­ 
trolmen and other enforcement of­ 
ficials spoke before virtually every 
parent-teaeher organization, com­ 
munity session and service club In 
the county. 
The resultant 
spread 
of the 
safety gospel through direct meth­ 
ods, plus it* indirect force from 
newspaper articles, made Colum­ 
biana county one of the most acci­ 
dent-free sub-divisions of Its size 
in the state. 
The 1938 campaign followed trag­ 
ic 1937, when 41 were killed-*-the 
highest traffic toll in recent years. 
In 1939, the death list climbed 
again to 31. It dropped to 28 In 
i 1940, when 
the Citizen*’ Safety 
1 council was active.

THE newborn baby has an eye 
that is completely differenti­ 
ated into it* various tissues and 
structures at birth, but it doesn't 
know how to use them. The size 
of the eye at birth is about 70 
percent that of its final size. 
The newborn eye is a short eye 
and the lens is nearly spherical. 
The fibers of the optic nerve are 
only partly developed and they do 
not become completely myeUnized 
until about the tenth week, so 
vision is not perfect until then.

number of children in an average 
group who have 20-20 vision is 
72 percent at 6 years; 90 percent 
at 17 years.
